"The Western Union Telegraph Co. has received advices 
that communication with Kingston, Jamaica, is interrupted, 
also to Isthus, via Jamaica, caused apparently by earthquake, 
and that later advices say ‘land line communication restored to 


within five miles of Kingston.’

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GOVERNOR WILLING TO 
AMEND EXCISE BILL.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 15.—That 
Gov. Folk regards the State Excise 
Commission bill as the most import- 
ant now before the Legislature is the 
information volunteered to a Post- 
Dispatch. reporter by Senators who 
have discussed legislative matters 


with him during the past few days. 
The Governor is said to have realized 
that opposition to this measure, which 
seeks to centralize in one official ab- 
solute control over all the saloons in 
Missouri, is earnest and formidable, 
even among members of his own 
party. 

The Governor's excise bill was intro- 
duced in the House today by Represen- 
tative Botsford of Knox County. The 
bill provides for a State Excise Com- 
misstoner at a salary of $3000 and for 
deputies in St. Louis, Kansas City and 
St. Joseph, and not more than 25 depu- 
ties utside the cities. The deputies in 
the dities shall receive salaries of $2500 
eacn. 

Under the biil, the State Commis- 
sioner is empowered to grant State H- 
censées, but cannot issue county li- 
censes, The bill in no way conflicts 
with the present powers of the county 
courts in controlling saloons, except 
that the State Commissioner may re- 
voke State licenses. The county courts 
have power to revoke county licenses. 
Neither the State Commissioner nor the 
County Court may permit a saloon to 
be opened without the consent of the 
other, though either may close a sa- 
loon. : 

Under the bill, saloons must remain 
closed from 11 p. m. until 5 a. m. and 
all day Sunday and election days. All 
screens must be removed from the front 
of saloons on Sunday and election days. 
The bill also permits any ward ina 
city to vote local option. Any city or 
county or county outside of a city of 
29,000 inhabitants may also vote local 
option, 

The Republicans, led by Representa- 
tive Hill of Butler County, will seek 
to defeat the bill in the House. In 
the Senate the Governor is facing sev- 
eral unfriendly Democratic members, 
who, while not willing to anneunce a 
“cab | of open hostility to the admin- 
Stration, are silently waiting an op- 
portunity to emphasize their attitude 
by their votes. It was pointed out to 
the Governor by one of the Senators 
with whom he.discussed the question, 
that the excise bill was chiefly ob- 
jectionable because {it smacked too 
much of one-man power and for the 
further reason that the increase of 
the dramshop license to provide reve- 
nue for State purposes was certain to 
meet opposition in the various coun- 
ties. 

The Governuor replied that both ob- 
jections could be overcome by amend. 
ments. He agreed to accept the bill if 
it was amended so as to prevent the 
Excise Commissioner from revoking 
the license of-a saloon keeper, thus 
leaving this power fn the hands of the 
County Court, as it is under the ex- 
isting law. 


Stamp en Stock Sales. 


Senator Dowell of Lewis County is 
the author of a bill requiring a stamp 
of the value of % cents, issuable by the 
State Auditor, to be affixed against ev- 
ery certificate setting forth the pur- 
chase or sale on margin of stock, grain, 
cotton, provisions and other commodi- 
tles. Every transaction on bards of 
trade, stock exchanges or in brokerage 
houses having no connection with ex- 
changes, to be lawful must, under the 
terms of Dowell's proposed law, bear 
the stamp of the Auditor's office. Vio- 
lation is made a misdemeanor, punish- 
able by a fine of from $0 to $100 for 
every offenae. Dowell says such a law 
would net the State Treasury additional 
revenue of $500,000 a year, which he 
proposes to set aside for the benefit of 
the good road@ fund. New York State 
now has a similar law. but the tax 
there on stock transactions is $1 on 
each purchase and of stock. It 


produces about $2,600, revenue @ véear.

In outlining the defense of David P. 
Dyer Jr., charged with embezzling $61,- 
500 from the subtreasury, Judge Chester 
H. Krum Tuesday said that the teller’s 
cage in whieh Dyer worked ‘was not 
properly protected at the time of the 
loss of the money, and that the amount 
could have been stolen from outside. 

Judge Krum also said that the day 
of the loss was ‘‘redemption day,’ when 


large sums of money are paid out to 
the banks, and that the loss might 
have been due to a mistake occurring 
in such a payment. He intimated that 
he would show instances of miStakes 
on the part of other employes which 
would have been as large or larger, but 
which were discovered in time to re- 
trieve them. 

Another exylanation which Judge 
Krum offered was that employes of the 
Subtreasury were often credited with 
more than they had, by orders of th@ir 
superiors. In this case, he said, Dyer 
had but $11,000, but was credited with 
$72,500. 

‘the selection of a jury was completed 
Tuesday morning in the United States 
District Court. 

Judge John E. Carland of South Dakot 
who is to try the case, was introduced 
by Judge Finkelnburg, who disqualified 
himself from sitting in the case because 
of his friendship for the Dyer family. 

Judge Carland called the case,and Fred 
W. Lehmann, appointed to prosecute the 
case for the Government, asked that the 
list of Government witnesses be called. 

The defendant came into court shortly 
before 10 o'clock and took his seat be- 
hind his attorneys, Chester H. Krum 
and E. C. Crow. Dyer wore a black 
suit and a black bow tie. He showed 
close attention to the preliminary skKir- 
mishes and selecting of the jury. 

‘Dave’ Ball of Pike County, one of 
IDyer’s ten bondsmen, sat just behind 
Dyer. Champ Clark and the other 
bondsmen were in court. 

The courtroom was crowded with wit- 
nesses and spectators. No seat was vi- 
cant when the jury had been selected. 


Women Among Witnesses, 


The Government's witnesses were 
nearly all present. Attachments were 
ordered for thosé who were not. 

Attachments were issued for the fol- 
lowing Government witnesses: May Sey- 
mour. Effie O'Neil, Lena Good, James 
Ejand, Henry J. Dieknite and Edward 
Bates. 

The list of witnesses included, besides 
Government officials, men and women 
of the sporting world, the nature of 
whose testimony was outlined in the 
Post-Dispatch just before Dyer’s indict- 
ment. 

Lena Good is the proprietress of the 
Lucas avenue house, in which a young 
woman has fust told the police that she 
was held a prisoner three days, causing 
an investigation which is still in prog- 
ress. 

Some of the witnesses called by tiie 
Government are: Mark Gumbert, Jen- 
nie Van Allen, May Seymour, Efire 
O'Neil, James Maher, Dixie Perry, Jose- 
phine Wilson, Lena Good, Emma Mas-

John E. Wilkie, Chief of the Secret 
Service Bureau, and Assistant Treasurer 
Gideon W. Bantz, who investigated the 
Sub-Treasury shortage in October, are 
among the officials who will testify for 
the Government. 

D. P Dyer, United States Dfstrict At- 
torney and father of the man on trial, 
was not in court. Hunt Dyer, brother 
of D. P. Dyer Jr., sat at his brothers 
side. No other member of the Dyer 
family was in court. Nearly all of the 
jurmen said they knew District Attor- 
ney Dyer by reputation and several 
knew his son. 

Subtreasurer Thomas J. Akins was an 
interested spectator during the prelimi- 
nary skirmishes. e 

Attorney Lehmann first examined the 
jurors. Malcolm Macbeth was excused 
from. the panel when he told Lehmann 
he was prejudiced against certain Gov- 
ernment officials who were to testify. 

The members of the jury selected to 
try the case are: Arthur E. Koeclan, 
smil Diel, W. L. Boeckner, Richard 
Hanlon, J. N. Cardwell, Cc. C. Harris, 
Leo Hadley, J. J. Spencer, Frank X.

Nine of the 
number live in St. Louts. 


Lehmann Outlines Case. 

Special Counsel Lehmann read the in- 
dictment which charges Dyer in two 
separate counts with embezzling $61,500 
from the Subtreasury while he was re- 
ceiving teller 4 

The indictment cnarges the embez- 
zlement Sepe 27, 1906, the day Dyer 
says he discovered the shortage. It 
Was not known to anyone else until Oct. 
» When Chief Clerk Johnson discovered 


Lehmann said that Dyer had admit- 
ted having made false entries in his 
books, and related that Ralnh John- 
Son, chief clerk in the Subtreasury 
had see Dyer in a cafe downtown the 
night before the discovery of the 
shortage. ‘ 

He quoted Johnson as having re- 
ported that Dyer was under the in- 
fluence of liquor. Next day, Oct. 5, 
Johnson testified, Lehmann said, that 
he told Dyer the books in the second 
cage Would have to be checked. 

Lehmann said that when the short- 
age of $61,500 was found Dyer was 
asked to account for it, and produced 
§0 $1000 bills and some of other de- 
nominations, which enabled the bal- 
ance to be struc<é. 

Johnson was quoted as having testi- 
fled. tnat he intended balancing Teller 
Ferguson's books the same, afternoon, 
but was unable to do so because of his 
absence from the office. 

Johnson was. said by Attorney Leb- 
mann to have 
bundle of bills back to Ferguson's cage. 
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When Johnson asked Dyer to explain 
the shortage, Lehmann said, he replied 
that he said he had been carrying it 
since Sept. 27. 


Basketful of Money. 


Mr. Lehmann said an investigation and 
recount of the money in the subtreas- 
ury showed that there had been on 
Sept. 27 no transaction of sufficient mag- 
nitude to account for the. shortage of 
$61,500. 

That much money, he said, would fill 
a wastebasket. The count disclosed, he 
said, that all the bills of large denom- 
ination were in the Subtreasury after 
the shortage was found. 

Judge Krum, Dyer’s attorney, devoted 
considerable time in discussing the first 
count in the indictment of his client. He 
denied that Dyer was an official of the 
Subtreasury, as charged. He said he 
Was merely a clerk, and recounted the 
history of his connection with the office 
to show that he had never been formally 
appointed. 

The embezzlement of $61,500, Judge 
Krum said, was a physical impossibility 
without detection. The burden of prov- 
ing that it had been taken unlawfully 

nd used by Dyer, Judge Krum said, 
rested on the Government. 

Judge Krum said his explanation of 
the mistake was that Dyer was 
charged with $72,500, while in reality .he 
had only $11,000. He had carried this 
shortage, Judge Krum said, as he and 
other employes in the subtreasury had 
carried other shortages—by instructions 
of superiors. 

Several instances of tellers being 
charged with more money than they ac- 
tually had in their cages were cited by 
Judge Krum. He said mistakes in the 
office were numerous. Once, he said, 
a shortage of $20,000 had been found and 
carried until corrected. 

While Attorney Lehmann and Judge 
Krum were making thelr addresses, 
Dyer remained attentive and took many 
notes of what they said. 


Krum Outlines Defense. 


Continuing, Judge Krum said: 

“Dyer had not yet found an explana- 
tion of the shortage when Chief Clerk 
Johnson checked his accounts. The 
61.40 which he had borrowed from 
Ferguson, and which Johnson says he 
saw returned, was charged against Dy- 
er by Ferguson. There was a récord of 
its transfer from Ferguson to Dyer. 

“The charge against Teller Dyer is 
indefinite, and is rendered so by the 
Government's failure to show in what 


way the shortage occurred. The de-| 


fense is compelled to proceed on a hy- 
pothesis. It can. be accounted for on 
the ground that Dyer’s cage was easily 
accessible to any one in the office, and 
that there was on Sept. 27, the day on 


which Dver discovered the discrepancy, | 
no safeguard in the way of windows | 
and screens to prevent the theft of the | 


money from the outside | 

“The receiving teller was not sup- 
posed to pay out any money, but the 
fact is that Dyer pald out $10 to 
Ferguson's $1. ‘he system has since 
been changed, but at the time Dyer dis- 
covered his shortage the condition was 
what I have described. 

‘Sept, 27—the day on which Dyer 
noted the discrepancy—was redemption 
day. The banks of the city sent large 
sums of money in mutilated bills to be 
exchanged for new currency. This 
money was contained in sacks, bearing 
tags puporting to show what sums were 
inside. The currency was never counted 
by Dyer or by anyone else in the Sub- 
treasury. but the figures of the banks 
were accepted as accurate. That was 
the custom. The shortage could have 
occurred through the payment to the 
banks ‘of a larger amount than they 
sent in for redemption,”

of ascensions. 

The preliminary races, as well as the 
big race, will be held in St. Louts. Pre- 
vious to the preliminary races there will] 
probably be races under the auspices 
of the Aero Civb of St. Louis, to deter- 
mine how many St. Louisans will com- 

te in the preliminary elimination race 


or the American team. 
The members of the Aero want to 
have several things cleared up before 


they go any further.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jan. 2.—By the sig- 
nature of Col. G. A. C. Holt to a war- 
ranty deed, Mayor James H. Malone ob- 
tained possession of the two-story frame 
residence at 407 Orleans street, after 
having gone through the entirely neces- 
ssry formality of paying into the hands 
0. Col. Holt the sum of $4125 cash. 


By the closing of this contract the 
fashionable neighborhood is enabled to 
yreathe free once more and will not have 
to worry any more over the fear that a 
negro will move in next door to the 
Mayor. 

The trouble started some weeks ago, 
when Richard Flood, representing Col. 
Holt through an option, gave a contract 
,of sale to the property at 407 Orleans 
street to a negro physician, Dr. S. A. 
J. Burchett, in consideration of ¢he sum 
of $5000. 

The sale caused a furore in the neigh- 
borhood and J. P. Holt, son of Col. Holt, 
was put through some swift paces by in- 
dignant neighbors. He claimed that he 
had offered the property in vain to 
Mayor Malone and others, and Had fin- 
ally been compelled to sell through 
Flood, because his father needed the 
money. 

An attorney representing the negro 
called upon Mayor Malone and assured 
him Dr. Burchett was unwilling to force 
his presence in the neighborhood, and 
would willingly turn his option over to 
uny one of the neighbors. A meeting of 
property owners was held later, and 
Capt. M. W. Searcy and W. B. P. Mal- 
lett were empowered to take the mat- 
ter in hand. They agreed that Mayor 
Malone should take the property, as the 
one most interested, and the chief’ ex- 
ecutive did so.

A seat in a street car is a luxury on 
the Hodiamont line, which until the re- 


cent consolidation was the main east 
and west artery of the St. Louis & 
Suburban system. 

The difficultles experienced by the 
United Railways Co. in handling the 
traffic on this line are typical, except 
that if anything the company has an 


advantage there which it has on few of 
the other divisions of its system. 

The cars on the Hodiamont line are 
the largest in the city, and, during the 
morning and evening rush hours, 40 of 
them are in operation. They run one 
minute apart, and the time schedule is 
well maintained. Yet they are totally 
inadequate to handle the crowds. 

They run over a private right-of-way 
from Suburban Park to Vandeventer 
avenue. All other traffic is excluded 
from the line, and the cars have a clear 
track through the congested residence 
district. | 

Officials of the corporation say that 
they are doing everything they can 
to supply the neéds of the traveling pub- 
lic. If that statement is accepted as 
true, then the trolley has outlived its 
usefulness as the best means of con- 
veying passengers comfortably § and 
quickly from their homes to the stores 
and offices and Shops where they must 
spend their days to earn their bread. 

In a statement to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter a week ago John I. Beggs, presi- 
dent of the United Railways Co., said: 

“It will be five and maybe ten years 
before St. Louis will need a subway or 
an elevated road.,”’

What has been done in Chicago can be done in St. 
Louis. The Post-Dispateh has suggested repeated- 
ly that the municipal government had the power to 
settle all the problems of grade crossings, tracks in 
Forest Park and other railroad conditions affecting 
the safety of the people and the development of the 
city on correct lines. The railroads can be com- 
pelled to do the work necessary to protect life, limb 
and property and to serve the public interests. We 
believe the city now has the power to compel the 
railroads to do the necessary work. It has the police 
power embodied in the common law, but if it should 
be lacking in any point the city can obtain complete 
power from the Legislature. 

The Civic League has outlined plans for play- 
erounds, parks, civic centers, public buildings, drive- 
ways, river front improvement and other public 
works for the future, plans which have the merit 
of a complete and comprehensive scope and which 
promise to meet the future needs of Greater St. 
Louis. The city can grow to them. The estimated 
cost of $25,000,000 is not too much to pay for these 
advantages; they will be of inestimable benefit to 
the St. Louis of the future.
